(AP>—H un­ 
dreds of Chinese were reported to­ 
day to have been trapped by the 
flaming devastation spread by in­ 
cendiary bombs in a Japanese air 
raid Thursday and it was estimated 
2,000 had perished or had been in­ 
jured. 
Fires raged today through at least 
one-eighth of this provisional Chi­ 
nese capital. Thousands of terrified 
natives milled along the banks of 
the Yangtze river, seeking convey­ 
ance from tile ravaged city. 
Most of the foreigners, including 
many Americans who narrowly es­ 
caped death and injury, were taken 
aboard the United States and B rit­ 
ish gunboats Tutuila and Falcon. 
Chungking is 1,370 miles up river 
from Shanghai. 
While thousands of persons were 
thronging the narrow1 streets T hurs­ 
day and with Chungking barely re­ 
covered from a raid of the day be­ 
fore which caused perhaps 200 cas­ 
ualties. 27 planes sw*ept overhead 
and started emptying their bomb 
racks. 
There had been a false alarm 
earlier. The people had grown tired 
of sweltering in dugouts tunneled 
into the hills of the city and had 
emerged to go about their business. 
The flimsy construction of Chung­ 
king’s buildings made for greater 
damages and more casualties than 
in comparable raids at Hankow and 
Canton last fall. 
Even before the raiders disap­ 
peared, police were seeking to con­ 
trol mobs and fire fighters were on 
tile job. 
This correspondent witnessed the 
big fires caused by air raids in Can­ 
ton before that south China metrop­ 
olis capitulated last October 21 and 
Chungking's fire looked just as bad 
—apparently unlikely to be con­ 
trolled for several days. 
Sixteen Chinese planes took to the 
air after the first alarm but when 
the Japanese bombers finally ap­ 
peared the defending craft were not 
to be seen. 
Chinese ground forces 
met the attackers with anti-aircraft 
gunfire but without success, It was
